Later re- 
ports indicated an improvement in the 
position, but there is a fear that the trouble 
nay spread, and have more serious conse- 
quences than have yet been experienced, It 
would be idle to deny that in financial circles 
in London the situation in America is viewed 
with some uneasiness. Conceivably, some 
good may come of the troubles, for one effect 
may be to bring home to America the urgent 
viecessity of a satisfactory settlement of the 
war debts problem as a preliminary to world 
economic recovery. The fear that the bank. 
ing troubles in America may spread is due 
to the fact that, while the banks as a whole 
nre strong, a Jarge proportion of their assets 
is frozen in loans to the farmers and others, 
with no prospect of repayment for a consider- 
uble time to come—if, indeed, a considerable 
portion of such advances has not to be writ-

A Ballfinch. 


A familiar creaking note caught my ears 
the other morning, and, looking from my 
window, I was delighted to see the fine, 
bold colouring of a cock bullfinch at the 
end of the garden. Unless I am mistaken, 
the bird is one of a pair which has 
haunted the neighbourhood for years. 
Bullfinches pair for life, and the fidelity 
of the bird is very touching. Capture the 
hen or the cock, and the other bird will 
haunt the locality for a long time after. 
Despite the detestation in which the bird 
is held by. fruit-growers, I must confess 
to a creat affection for it. I am ecnvinced 
that it does far more good than harm, and 
that the orchard would suffer great loss 
should it be driven away or exterminated. 


Examine the buds that have been torn off } 


a fruit tree in spring by a bulltinch, and 
vou will see on close scrutiny that a large 
number have a tiny hole, usually near the 
base. These holes are caused by the grub 
of a destructive weevil, whose ravages at 
times cause great loss, and which is un- 
doubtedly held in check by the attacks of 
bullfinches and similar birds. ‘The Rev. 
J. G. Wood, an excellent natarMist, was 
of much the same opinion, and, indeed, 
advanced the theory that the disbudding 
process as practised by the bul!‘inch was 
actually beneficial to the tree. 


Island Bridge. 


The fact that the recent discoveries of 
Danish weapons at Island Bridge were 
- due to the vigilance of the workmen em- 
ployed on the new War Memorial reminds 
me of a story I once heard about a man 
who was engaged in the building of the 
bridge there. The old bridge—a long. 
narrow structure, supported bv an island 
in the river—was swept away by floods in 
1787. and the foundation stone of the 
present bridge was Jaid by Sarah Countess 
of Westmorland. The contractor on the 
job was troubled by one of the workmen, 
who gpent all his time laughing. so he 
dismissed him without inquiring what was 
the cause of the Jaughtér. The first con- 
tractor failed to complete the bridge owing 
to the shifting sand in the bed of the 
river, and another resumed the task with 
as little success, he also having employed 
the laughing man. The third contractor 
noticed the man continually smiling, and 
when he had heard his past history he 
decided to interview him. On being asked 
the reasons for his strange behaviour, the 
workman declared that no one could build 
a bridge at that place unless it was con 
structed in the shape of a barrel, as the 
foundatioas were not suitable for any 
other type of bridge. He was reinstated, 
his advice was taken, and the bridge was 
completed without further difficulty. 


Women Own crs.

Heartbreak Hill, 
a fancied candidate, is the property of a 
Mrs. C. S. Bird, a noted American sports- 
woman, and wife of ‘‘ Charlie’’ Bird, a 
well-known. New York banker. Some 
years ago the Birds came to Ireland and 
set up housekeeping at Bective House, 
Navan, with Mr, Tom Lavin in control. 
Mrs. Bird comes over regularly from 
America. 

Cold Punch, Mr. Harry Ussher’s second 
string in the National, is owned by Mrs. 
** Jock ’’ Whitney, wife of a famous sport- 
. ing millionaire. Before her marriage Mrs. 
Whitney was Miss Mary Elizabeth 
‘Altemus, of Philadelphia. She rode to 
hounds and rode her own horses at al! 
the shows in the States. At Bryn Maur 
Horse Show, in Pennsylvania, she always 
competed successfully in the jumping 
events. She married Mr. Whitney about 
three years ago, and, like Mrs. Bird, ,s 
also a regular visitor to Ireland.

Goats in Ireland. 


No animal in Treland seems to have had 
so much attention given to its uplift in 
recent times as has that Ishmaclite of the 
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herd—the goat. Sadly neglected ín the 
past, ill-fed and uneatered for, the goat 
was left more or less to fend for itself. 
Its days were spent by the roadside or the 
hillside, and it sustained life on what it 
could browse during the day. Then a 
woman came to the rescue, in the A wing 
of Miss Sanders, of Trillick, Co. Tyrone. 
She started a Goat Society, and her goat 
farm has now become famous. Due to 
her interest in the animal, the goat has 
won an assured status in this country. 
The Trillick goat farm is the only institu- 
tion of its kind im Ireland, and, though 
it is situated outside the Free State, its 
activities embrace the whole island. The 
Department of Agriculture has for a num- 
ber of years made an annual grant to the 
Irish Goat Society at Trillick, and the 
present Minister is continuing it. In co- 
operation. with the Society, an experi- 
mental scheme for the hí n oi pedigree 
male goats of certified meplking strain was 
initiated in 1927. Now the improvement 
has materialised, and each season Miss 
Sanders breeds and rears a considerable 
number of Anglo-Nubian and Togganberg 
types... All the animals are entered in the 
Herd Book of the British Goat Society. 
The milk yields are officially recorded and 
registered, and new blood is imported 
every year from the among the best 
milkers. 


Blackened Stones. 


‘I sometimes wonder, when my walks 
take me aleng some hillside, or through 
some grove, beloved by summer picnickers, 
what the geologists of the far future— 
when picnics may have ceased to exist— 
will make of the little groups of blackened 
stones here and there. Those who make 
tea out of doors on a long Saturday after- 
noon of spring or summer will go back, 
time and time again, to the spot where 
two or three big stones form a natural 
fireplace, especially if there are bits of 
wood lying about. I think picnics start 
earlier in the County Dublin than in any 
other district in Ireland, and even in the 
month of February there are many days 
on which one may enjoy an outdoor meal 
in the shelter of some hedgerow or grassy 
bank, itn the direct rays of the sunshine. 
I wonder if the puzzled geologists will 
notice that these groups of blackened 
stones invariably stand in some sheltered 
place, in a grassy dell, on the hillside, at 
the foot of a stone wall, or in the kindly 
shelter of a grove of pine trees, where the 
wind may stir the tops of the pines, but 
does not disturb the quietness about their 
feet. 


Che Antique Trade. 


A deep depression, I am told, lies over 
the trade in antiques at the present time, 
and dealers are looking forward more 
anxiously than are most people to a re- 


vival of trade in general, and of interest 
in their particular line. Dealers have been 
able, during the past year, to pick up 
some rare furniture and picture bargains 
at auctions in County Dublin and other 
parts of the country, because of the lack of 
normal competition from the outside 
public, but their investments have become 
frozen. The warmth of a trade revival 
both in Great Britain and America is 
required to produce a thaw and to attract 
buyers, and until that comes the turn- 
over in antiques cannot be expected to 
show any improvement. 


Buving Gold. 


Many of the dealers have turned their 
attention to trading in gold, and have 


visited many country houses with a view. 


to making purchases. This is a trade, 
however, in which transactions must, in 
order to be profitable, be carried out ex- 
peditiously, for the price of gold, which 
is quoted to-day at £6 per fine oz., is 
likely to take a sudden plunge down- 
ward any time. 

Contrary to general] belief, most of our 
antiques find their way across to Eng- 
land. The American visitor is not, I am 
told, by any means as welcome a cus- 
tomer to. any of the antique shops on the 
quays as a traveller from across the 
Channel. A better bargain can always be 
made with the English visitor than with 
anybody else, and there is less haggling 
over the price.

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CREEK EDUCATION. 


THE UNIVERSITY OF ATHENS. 


A meeting of the College Classical Society 
was held in the Debating Hall, Trinity 
College, when Miss A. de B. Whyte read 
a paper on “The University of Athens.’ 
Dr. W. F. Starkie, F.,T.C.D., was in the 
chair. 

The essayist began her paper with a sketch 
of Greek education in general, tracing its 
development from. Homeric times to the 
downfall of the Roman Empire. Passing to 
a consideration of the University of Athens 
itself, she showed how it came into 
prominence upon the , Macedonian advance, 
when Athens was able to withdraw from the 
political front; how it declined, and revived 
under the patronage of such Emperors as 
Hadrian and Marcus Aurelius, and how it 
declined again upon the establishment of the 
University of Constantinople and the advance 
of Christianity, and was finally abolished as 
a result of the rescript of Justinian in 
529 B.C. After an account of the Professors 
of Philosophy and Rhetoric, the essay con- 
cluded with, an interesting account of the 
students and student life.  —. 

A vote of thanks, to. the essayist was put 
to the house by the Chairman, who mentioned 
that the Renaissance Universities imitated 
the Greek system, but failed because the 
decline of slavery hud taken away the 
‘necessary leisure; but he put forward the 
theory that universities will only survive 
to-day by returning to the Greek ideal.

[” their Sa to bring some kind 
of purpose into programmes day by 
day, those who have the arratiging of 
broadcasts seize eagerly every hint of an 
anniversary to be observed, a centenary to 
be commemorated. Once they were con- 
tent to recall great names, in well marked 
stages of retrospect. 

ow they are grasping at lesser men 
and shorter periods. It has been re- 
membered that Hugo Wolf died on 
February 22nd, 1903, and the lapse of 
thirty years is the excuse for Hugo Wolf 
programmes from a dozen or more broad- 
casting stations this week. We need not 
resent this: some listeners will welcome so 
good arm opportunity. of reviewing Wolf's 
output, and of forming their own judg- 
ment on its worth in comparison with 
songs of Schubert and Schumann. 


MUSICAL PARTISANS. 


Hugo Wolf was born in 1860. Practically 
the whole of his life was spent in Vienna. 
In that city, in the eighties of last 
century, one could not be musical without 
being partisan, and Wolf, taking to 
musical criticism, found himself the 
mouthpiece of the party which stood for 
Wagner's principles against the attacks of 


the admirers of Brahms, who, however, 
personally had little to say to the conflict. 


As a composer, Wolf’s claim to respect 
is founded on his songs; he wrote more 


than two hundred, sometimes a score, 


sometimes fifty or more in one bout of 
furious energy, separated from the next 
by an interval, perhaps, of years. His 
career was clo before he was forty, not 
by death, but by mental collapse. 


TRUTH IN FICTION. 


Readers of ‘‘Jean-Christophe’’ probably 
know that Romain Rolland, in that expan- 
sive work, made free use of the story of 
Hugo Wolf. 

A large number of Wolf’s songs will be 
sung in the course of the B.B.C.'s 
‘* Foundations of Music ’’ broadcasts this 
week. To-night Vienna will broadcast 
“ Der Corregidor,’’ Wolf’s only opera, 
the subject of which is the story, better 
known to musical people to-day as that of 
De Falla’s ballet, ‘‘ The Three-cornered 
Hat.’’ The treatment is light-hearted and 
the opera is said to be full of charming 
songs. 


OPERA FROM PARIS. 


The Radio Paris broadcast of “ Le Pré 
Aux Clercs’’ should repay attention, if 
one may go by the fact that it was the 
composer of this opera, Hérold, who gave 
us the sparkling overture to “ Zampa,”’ 
which we all enjoy. 

The pt ss on conductor, Felix Wein- 
gartner, is conducting a concert at 
Lausanne, which will be broadcast by the 
Swiss Station, Sottens. The Leipzig 
Station is broadcasting a concert from the 
famous Gewandhaus: the programme in- 
cludes a Concerto by Vivaldi in the old 
manner—that is, to put it simply, with a 
small orchestra filling the place which, in 
a modern concerto, is assigned to a soloist 
—and Stravinsky’s “ Fire Bird ” Suite, 
which has been in several broadcast pro- 
grammes in the last few days. 

The programme of the Stuttgart 
Philharmonic Concert includes, besides 
orchestral music, choral items by Handel, 
Schubert and Verdi (‘‘ Stabat Mater ’’).

OUR hand-painted 10s. currency notes 
were produced in á 


against Miss Nora Loftus (24), a farmer's 
daughter, of Moira, Turloughmore, who was 
charged with forging the notes and also with 
having in her possession a packet of bank note. 
paper, Which is used in the making of bank 
notes. Her brother, Christopher Loftus, was 


charged with obtaining goods by tendering 


to shopkeepers such counterfeit notes. 

lt was alleged that Miss Loftus made the 
counterfeit notes in her home by drawing on 
the bank notepaper and copying the words, 
figures and profile of Lady Lavery, which 
appear on a Saorstat Eireann currency 10s. 
note, 

The evidence for the prosecution also 
alleged that Christopher Loftus tendered two 
£1 notes; but these were not accepted by the 
two shopkeepers, who recognised that they 
were ' too green to be genuine.” 


BANKNOTE PAPER, 


Miss Loftus and her brother were arrested 
and charged,in their home by Superintendent 
Sean Murphy and Detective-Sergeant Breen. 
lt was alleged that she made a statement 
admitting the offence, saying: “I used the 
paint for making the notes. They are water- 
colour paints which I had for painting 
pictures. 1 drew three or four 10s. 
notes and two £1 notes and put them in my 
box, and when I went to my box on the 3rd 
of February they were missing. I meant 
no harm. I used the paper Í am giving 
you (bank note paper). 

Superintendent Murphy said that it was 
a felony for a person to have such paper 
in their possession, and that the penalty on 
conviction was penal servitude. 

Un the way to the Gardai Station, it was 
stated, Miss Loftus said to the Superinten 
dent: “1 only did it for fun, I hope 
Christy, my brother, will not get into 
trouble.” 

Sergeant Breen produced a number of 
drawings and water-colour paintings, which, 
he said, he found in the defendant’s box. 
One of the paintings in water colour was of 
the residence of the Master of the Galway 
Blazers and others were of pastoral scenery 
in the locality. 

Keferring to the case of her brother, Ser- 
geant Breen said that he made the follow- 
ing statement :—*' My sister made them (the 
notes) and I knew she made them. 1 came 
to Athenry Fair on the órd of February and 
gave in one of the £1 notes in Duffy’s in 
payment for tobacco, but he would not take 
it, and 1 then paid for the tobacco in cash. 
I then went with another man to a thatched 
public-house, and said: **‘We will try it 
again.” I] gave the assistant one of the 10s. 
notes in payment for two bottles of stout, 
and got 9s. change. 


FINDING OF PAINT. 

Mr. Counihan, solicitor for the accused— 
Did the accused make it clear to you that he 
had taken a large amount of drink that day? 

Sergeant Breen—He said he was merry 
while he was in Jordan's, and that he was 
not sure of all that happened. 

Superintendent Murph said that when 
searching the defendants’ house he found a 
patent cork and a spoon which contained 
paint similar to that used in the forged 
notes; also a foot rule showing traces of red 
ink, a packet of sketching boards, a test-tube 
containing silver paint, a bottle containing 
a little iodine, and another bottle containing 
a dark liquid, a broken egg cup shoving 
traces of different colour paints, a box con- 
taining two feathers saturated with paint and 
pieces of cloth which appeaied to be satu- 
rated with red ink. |

RECALLED.

R. CHARLES MANNERS, of the 
late Moody-Manners Opera Compan , 
gave what he described as a friend 
chat on “ Music from the Financial Stand- 
FE“. in the Mills’ Hall, Merrion Row, 
blin, last Saturday. 

He said that his wife did just as much for 
the promotion and success of opera as he did. 
She helped him in every way, but she could 
not have got on without him. She was a 
good wife, and the man who had a wife who 
was one-hundredth part as good as she was 
was a very lucky man. As a rule a prima 
donna was the most difficult person to get on 
with, and he was able to say that for several 
years there was not a single row with any- 
one in his company. His companies were the 
soul of comfort and happiness for years. 

As to the financial side of giving music, he 
said that what was wanted was not millions 
of money, as some people said, but organisa- 
sion and determination. It did not want a 
farthing more than any other business. 

Sir Thomas Beecham, he said, was proud 
that he had never produced ‘‘ The Bohemian 
Girl” or “The Lily of Killarney,” or any 
of the other things that the people in the 
street wanted.

Mr. Manners said that he owed a great 
deal of his success to amateurs, women, and 
the Press, which made him independent. To 
establish a success in national opera what 
was needed was the right spirit. There was 
less good music given in Ireland now than 
at any time during the last fifty years. He 
was oppoked to State intervention in the case 
of opera; for such interference would settle 
the question of grand opera for all time. 


OPERA IN IRISH? 


He was anxious to do something for his 
profession and for music, and there was a 
time when he thought that if the Govern- 
ment, or the Minister for Education, were 
interested it would be good. He tried it 
for twenty years in England, and he was 
glad to say that he was unsuccessful. About 
a year ago he had an interview with the 
Minister for Education in Dublin, who had 
asked about the question of translating opera 
into Irish. He pointed out the difficulty— 
in fact, the impossibility—of such a project. 
The secretary, whoever he was, then said, 
“ Good morning,” and he thought to himself:

“RED TERROR” IN 
RUSSIA. 


FATHER DUPLEY’S 
WARNING, 
een ene 


T the Theatre Royal, Dublin, yesterday, 

A the well-known English: priest and 

author, the Rev. Owen Francis Dudley, 

in the presence of a full house, delivered on 
address on ‘‘ The Menace of Communism.’’ 

Mr. H. Magennis Murphy, Peace Commis 
sioner. presided. 

Father Dudley said that Bolshevism in 
Russia was a steady, deliberate, calculating 
movement. Having referred to its establish- 
ment under the guidance of Lenin, not by 
any mass movement, but by a determined 
handful of men, he said that the masses 
accepted Lenin blindly. Lenin believed in 
Karl Marx as he and his audience did in 
Almighty God. The task of Lenin’s Govern- 
ment was to develop a State which would 
embrace the whole life of society. Lenin set 
up the Cheka, and in the summer of 19148 
the Red ‘error began. 


REPRESSION OF RIGHTS. | 


All individual rights were denied, public 
opinion crushed, and the. bourgeois deprived 
of political rights. This ruthless repression 
of all rights except. those of the workers 
brought sheet the obvious result of civil war 
between Whites and Reds. The Reds were 
victorious. To-day they were reaping the 
results. Lenin justified terrorism as a 
principle of Red rule, Bolshevism in Russia 
was a system maintained by compulsion. and 
force. All who opposed it were systematically 
removed. Terrorism was an essential political 
weapon, which de facto was being used more 
widely than ever at the present time, not 
only over class opponents, but even over 
members of the Bolshevik party who dis- 
sented from the leaders’ line of 
policy. The goal was a self-sufficient 
society of producers. There was nothing 
beyond it, and, therefore, religion which said 
that there was something beyond was a con- 
tradiction and a denial of the Marxian 
philosophy, and that was why religion had 
to go. Bolshevism aimed at the annihilation 
of all religion, and so far had succeeded in 
excluding it from public life in Russia, The 
very notion of God was to be extinguished 
in the minds of the ig Already in Russia 
the family, as such, had been abolished as 
far as the law was concerned by the marriage 
code. The State had first rights over children. 
Marriage had no binding character.. Un- 
natural vice, like incest, was not. punished. 
Abortion was permitted. There was no such 
thing as morality. 


WARNING TO EUROPE. 


The Red menace was not a fiction, as some 
complacently imagined. England had not yet 
awakened to it. Ireland was awake to it, 
thank God. Communism was a challenge to 
existing injustices and evils, a warning to 
Furope to set its house in order, and the 
Pope had told Europe how in his Encyclical 
on ‘‘Social Order.” The poison of Com- 
munism was a subtle poison. It was terribly 
easy under the obvious injustices in the 
capitalistic system to get up against things 
and see red. He (the speaker) saw red him- 
self at times. For some men it was a tempa- 
tion when they saw red to go Red. The 
arguments of the street corner Communist 
were seductive. They could not be Com- 
munists and Catholics at the same time. Ire- 
land, he was certain, would prove the ore 
firm stronghold in the world against the 
menace of this God-bating, man-hating Bol- 
shevistic Communigm, i

_ The Rev. Fergal McGrath, 8.J., in propos- 
ing a vote of thanks to Father Dudley, said 
that Irishmen who either professed Com- 
munism or had leanings towards it were 
largely influenced by an intense sense of the 
undoubtedly terrible social evils which existed 
in this country, as elsewhere threughout the 
world, and by a conviction, perhaps, not 
always very clearly thought ont, that Com- 
munism was the only remedy, If they wanted 
to combat that view, they had got to show 
by deeds that there was another remedy for 
these evils—namely, practical Christianity,

The conclusion of a new Statute, or pact 
of reorganisation, between Czecho-Slovakia, 
Rumania and Yugo-Slavia, has aroused 
much discussion in Central Europe. T:.c-e 
three Powers constitute the “ Little 
Entente,’’ which was formed after the War 
in pursuit of the French policy of a 
cordon sanitaire against Soviet Russia. 


France has been very generous to its 
members.

The 
advertisement. It hopes to show the 
world that the British manufacturer has 
lost none of his old cunning—that, if the 
demand for his goods has fallen off, there 
has been no corresponding decline in their 
quality. The Fair unquestionably will in- 
spire a strong demand for Britain’s pro- 
ducts from all quarters of the Empire; 
it is, in fact, the second stage of that 
process whose first stage was the Ottawa 
Conference, and by its success or failure 
as an advertisement it will be possible io 
judge the value of the agreements reached 
at Ottawa. Again, there is little doubt 
that the exhibition will increase the eager- 
ness of foreign countries to enter into new 
trading relations with Great Britain. It 
will have no very strong appeal to the 
nations which themselves are very highly 
industrialised, but it will show to all the 
rest that Britain, so far as quality of 
goods is concerned, still can compete with 
the manufacturers of any country on earth. 
Some nations believe that she has fallen 
behin”’ in the industrial race; the exhibi 
tion will prove that idea to be unfounded. 
The only question that really matters is 
whether she can compete with other 
nations in that essential factor of com- 
merce—price. To-day the twofold demands 
of taxation and of excessively high wage- 
scales combine to lay a severe handicap 
upon the British manufacturer, and, until 
those demands have been quietened, his 
hope of complete recovery must be delayed 
We do not seek to belittle the importance 
of the British Industries Fair and similar 
exhibitions when we suggest that a very 
little relief in taxation would accomplish 
more than all their efforts to restcre Great 
Britain’s fortunes. 


The Fate of Opera. 


That grand old man of opera, Mr. 
Charles Manners, gave an interesting talk 
in Dublin on Saturday on the subject that 
always has been nearest to his heart. Mr. 
Manners holds a unique position in the 
musical world, With his wife, Miss Fanny 
Moody, Mr. Manners conducted a profit- 
able opera company for many years; and 
there still are many persons in Dublin 
who remember with pleasure some of his 
magnificent performances. Many of the 
greatest men and women in opera 
graduated in the Moody-Manners school. 
In those days Dublin enjoyed opera of a 
standard that, unfortunately, is exceed- 
ingly rare to-day; for opera has fallen 5a 
evil times. It has been ruined by the fact 
that modern singers, who have the alter- 
native markets of the gramaphone record 
and the wireless broadcast, demand 
such enormous fees that none but eccentric 
millionaires can afford to employ them. 
In Mr. Manners’s day things were 
different. From the outset he determined 
to make opera pay its way, and, by sheer 
determination and organising ability, he 
succeeded where so many others failed. 
He disclosed some of his methods on 
Saturday. Sir Thomas Beecham, he said, 
boasted that he never produced operas of 
the type of “ Maritana,”’ “ The Bohemian 
Girl ” and “ The Lily of Killarney ”’ ; but 
Mr. Manners did not hesitate to produce 
them to cater for the man-in-the-street, 
and as a result of the profits that he was 
able to make from their production could 
afford to give his more discriminating 
public the best operas in existence. There 
is no doubt that, so far as Ireland is con- 
corned, the cult of opera has declined very 
seriously since Mr. Manners’s company 
was on the stage. Dublin rarely, if ever, 
hears first-class opera nowadays. The 
science of broadcasting to some extent 
compensates music lovers for their loss; 
but the best wireless opera cannot 
compare with the real thing.

Little doubt remains that by the end 9! 
this year prohibition in the United States 
will be in law what it always has been in 
fact—a dead letter. The Senate has 
adopted a resolution for its repeal, which 
will be submitted to the House of Repre- 
sentatives during this week, and in all 
probability will be approved. Even then 
the battle will not be over; for the 
separate States must deliver their verdict, 
and only a two-thirds majority of their 
votes will suffice to rescind the Eighteenth 
Amendment. In the long run, however, 
the “ wets’’ are almost certain to win 
their case. 
success ; the attempt to enforce it has been 
generally fruitless, and has demanded a 
gigantic army of officers, which has added 
heavily to the burdens of the taxpayer.

THE IRISH THEATRE. 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Mr. Yeats’s lecture on Modern Irish 
Literature was interesting from many points 
of view, and not least because it brought out 
clearly the fundamental cause of the rather 
stunted growth of the Abbey Theatre School 
of Drama. We know now that in the early 
years of the Abbey “the desire had come to 
stress all that was brutal and harsh’’ the 
principle of the satirist. The truth or falsity 
of their sketches of life is a matter ol 
secondary importance ; and in any case a good 
deal of Jatitude must be allowed to a satirtst. 

‘the feally important question is this: Is 
it possible to build up a drama of real merit 
on a foundation which properly belongs to 
another form of literature Certainly it is 
not easy to do so, and, as a rule, satirists 
have avoided the dangerous experiment. Swift 
was a close observer of the frailties of man- 
kind, and his satires, based on these observa. 
tions, are still a living force, because he 
chose a suitable medium to express a satirist 5 
view of life. It is not difficult to realise how 
weak and ineffective his works would have 
been if he had chosen the dramatic form 
It requires a writer of rare ability, an 
Aristophanes or a Moliére, to write satirical 
plays which are at the same time real comedy. 
and no great writer ever attempted satirical 
tragedy. 

The chief and pervading aim of the author 
should be to write a good play—good as a 


work of art—and any satirical embellishments 


he uses should appear (as in Shakespear's 
plays) merely as embellishments. One may. 
perhaps, be permitted to suggest that a 
candid study of the great masters of the art 
would infuse new life, and enduring life, to 
the works of our dramatic writers.—Youre,

PRIMROSES IN ACHILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—On Sunday, January 2th, my 
daughter found three or four of the common 
white primroses in the fields on the main 
road to Dugort; and on Wednesday of last 
week she brought in quite a nice bunch which 
were growing in the ditch by the roadside. 
Unless we yet very cold weather in Achill 
during the early part of January primroses 
are usually to be found around Dugort and 
Slievemore about the last days of that month.

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THE LATE SIR 
WILLIAM ROBERTSON 


EARL OF DUNRAVEN’S 


RECOLLECTIONS. 
-—— 


The Ear! of Dunraven, in the course of a 
letter on the late Sir William Robertson, 
with whom. he served in the Army half a 
century ago, says :— 

Jt is now more than fifty years since we 
served together in the 16th Queen's Lancers, 
and, as we both happened to belong to the 
same squadron, | had every opportunity of 
getting to know him weil and of recognising, 
as I certainly did, the early development of 
those outstanding qualities which eventually 
raised him to the highest position in his 
profession. 

Be it remembered that in those far away 
days life was much rougher and readier for 
all ranks in the Army than it is at the 
present time. More importance was attached 
to smartness on parade and accuracy of drill 
than to the more scientific branches of 
military training, with the result that but 
scanty encouragement was ever offered to 
soldiers, more especially to the non- 
commissioned officers and privates, to acquire 
anything beyond what may be termed a 
routine knowledge of their business. 


A STUDENT OF WAR, 


Few, if any, of the amenities in the soldiers’ 
quarters or recreation halls that we see to- 
day were even in existence, and, certainly, 
the general atmosphere of barrack life was in 
no way conducive to study. — 

Here young Robertson differed from the 
majority of his comrades, in that, from the 
moment he obtained his stripes as a corporal, 
he became a student of the art of war, and 
continued to be so, with that dogged 
determination for which he was so noted, 
right through his military career. 

The advantages we derived from the fruits 
of his labours, especially on the occasion of 
the Great War, every Briton must, surely, 


realise. 


THE CROMWELL TYPE. 


When Robertson was in the 16th we never 
quite looked ros him in the light of a 
genius, but rather as a strong, se f-centred 
man, somewhat of the Cromwell type, 
endowed with a great power of a~~lication 
and an almost uncanny gift of choosing the 
right course, no matter how difficult the 
problem might be. It is, probably, owing to 
a combination of these assets, aided by tue 
advantages he derived from his continuous 
studies, thet Robertson later became one of 
the greatest organisers of warfare t!=t this 
country has ever produced. ‘ie 

All who like myself served with Sir William 
in his earlier days admired and respected him, 
and right glad have we been to sce ‘he efforts 
of those times so richly and deservcdly 


rewarded. 
A PRESENTATION. 


In conclusion, may I mention ar incident 
of a personal character which will ever be 
fresh in my memory? 

Ui the occasion of my marriage, which took 
place when I was still in the regiment, | was 
honoured with a handsome wedding gift sub- 
scribed for by all the non-eommissioned 
officers and privates of my squadron. The 
presentation ceremony was performed by 
Sergeant-Major W. Robertson on behalf of 
the subscribers, and much as I appreciate the 
gift for its own sake its value 1s certainly 
enhanced owing to the fact that it was 
handed to me by. that great soldier whose 
loss the whole nation has now to deplore.

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Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British Ambas- 
sador, will arrive in Washington to- 
morrow, and will lose no time in acquaint- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt with his Government's 
views on the coming negotiations. It is 
unlikely, however, that any definite 
announcement will be made before the end 
of the week. By that time the situation 
in Europe and in the Far East may be 
such as to demand the continued presence 
of the Prime Minister in London, and at 
the moment, therefore, his proposed visit 
to the United States is much less likely 
than it was a week ago. If it is decided 
to expedite the Anglo-American conversa- 
tions, the British delegation may cross by 
the Olympic, which sails from Southamp- 
ton on March Ist, so that discussions ma 
be opened a few days after Mr. Rooseve!t 
has bui installed as President. The com. 

osition of the British delegation and the 
Sate of its departure, however, must de 
pend upon several circumstances which at 
present are indefinite, though the Govern 
ment hopes to announce the personnel of 
the delegation during the week, in re 
sponse to a demand in the House of 
Commons. It is still thought that Mr 
Chamberlain will be included, since the 
whole business was due to his direct initia 
tive, and his department is the most 
deeply interested. In view of all the 
facts, it appears unlikely that the Govern 
ment will make any definite statement 
until Sir Ronald Lindsay has reported. 


A National Party? 


The formation of a National Party, tc 
include all the supporters of the present 
Government, may not be so remote as 
some people suppose. Leading Conserva 
tives are finding good reasons for such a 
move. It is recalled that Captain 
Margesson, the Government Whip, when 
entertained by the supporters of Sir John 
Simon, remarked that he hoped that their 
party would escape extinction at the elec 
tion, since there was a permanent future 
for a party which would maintain the 
ideals and policy of the autumn of 1951. 
This statement, in all probability, is re- 
sponsible for a rumour now in circulation 
that the Conservative Party intends to 
alter its title to that of the Nationa! 
Party, with the object of consolidating al! 
the anti-Labour forces throughout the 
country. A number of Conservative 
members are deeply interested in the pro- 
posal. This-is clear from movements 
taking place in different centres, such as 
the formation of new organisations in 
some of the constituencies. 


The Oxford “ Pacifists.”’ 


The ‘‘ pacifist” resolution recently 
passed by the Oxford Union, followed by 
the forcible removal of its record from the 
minute book by a band of undergraduates, 
is likely to have an interesting sequel on 
March 2nd, when Mr. Randolph Churchill 
and Lord Stanley will move that the reso- 
lution shall be expunged altogether. For 
some reason, however, politics have 
crossed the path of patriotism, and the 
Oxford Young Conservative Association is 
troubled whether it ought to support the 
motion or not. The difficulty, apparently, 
is that the members are of the opinion 
that Mr. Randolph Churchill and Lord 
Stanley are not sufficiently important to 
undertake the conduct of such a motion. 
Efforts have been made to secure the pro- 
posal of a motion of a somewhat different 
character by a well-known politician, bat 
so far without result. 


Anglo-Spanish Commerce. 


In consequence of the British import 
duty on new potatoes, growers in Spain 
are in an uncomfortable position, and the 
Catalan Deputy, Senor Serra Moret, has 
undertaken the duty of coming to London 
to discuss the situation with the Govern- 
ment. If negotiations are opened officially, 
it is probable that .Lancasbire manufac- 
turers will press for a reduction of the 
heavy Spanish tariff on British textiles, 
which, owing to the high-duty, are unable 
to compete with Catalonian productions ; 
and claims for amendment of tariffs in 
connection with other goods will be 
pressed. It is unlikely, however, that the 
Government will be able to yield to Spain, 
since France would be entitled to make a 
similar demand. 


The Olympia Horse Show. 


If last-moment efforts, to be made at 
the meeting of the shareholders of the 
International Horse Shows, Ltd., “to- 
morrow, prove abortive, there will be no 
great horse show at Olympia in June. 
A resolution will be submitted to the 
shareholders to the effect that the show 
shall be cancelled this year unless financia! 
success can be assured in advance. 
Abandonment of the show will be a great 
blow to the London season, of which the 
show for years past has been one of the 
most popular features. That of last year 
was one of the most attractive of the 
series. It was visited by some fifty 
thousand people, but a Joss of nearly 
seven thousand pounds was recorded for 
the nine days. It is understood, however. 
that several well-known s»ortsmen have 
indicated a readiness to finance the under- 
taking rather than see it dropped. In 
this connection efforts will be made this 
year to increase the popularity of Arab 
horses in England, and organisers of horse 
shows are bcing requested to devote a 
separate class for this breed, with prizes 
equal to those in classes for other breeds. 
It is not vet certain whether there wil! 
be an Arab class at the Olympia Horse 
Show—if there is a show—but at several 
other events, including the Bath Horse 
Show, entries of Arabs will be invited. 


International Contract Bridge. 


Arrangements are being made for th 
first women’s international contract bridge 
match. A team of Irish women will meet 
an English side in London next month. 
Lady Doris Rhodes, reputed to be the best 
woman player in the world, who has 
plaved Fer FEneland with men, wil! 
captain the English side, and will select 
her own team. To ensure that the best 
team is chosen, Lady Rhodes will captain 
a team of Crockford’s Club women players 
to-morrow in a men versus women match 
against the team of en players of the 
Devonshire Club, which won the recent 
Portland Club Cup Tournament. This 
“trial” -match involves twelve players a 
side—six pairs—and will be played under 
duplicate bridge rules. 


British Light Aeroplanes. 


British light aeroplanes continue to 
hold their own, not only for ordinary use 
in this country and for long-distance 
flights, but also in many parts of the 
world. Quite recently a light aeroplane 
bearing the identifying letter ‘‘E,” to 
indicate that it was for registration in 
the Irish Free State, passed through 
London, and now it i: announced ‘that 
another eight machines will be despatched 
for the Iraq Air Force. This will bring 
the strength of the force up to twenty-two 
machines, the latest of which will be fitted 
with engines of the type used in Mr. 
Mollison’s famous machine, Heart’: 
Content.

orkers’ Union, in Belfast yesterday, 


may result in extending the railway strike to the dockers and carters 
in every port in Northern Ireland, with the consequent dislocation of 


the trade of the Six Counties. 


The meeting asked their executive council for plenary powers 
to take drastic action immediately in Belfast and Northern Ireland 
ports unless the railway companies are prepared to enter into nego- 


tiations. 


The executive council will meet in London to-day, and if the 
give the powers requested by the Belfast branch, a strike, which wil 
affect nearly 7,000 dockers and carters in Belfast and the other 
ports, may take place on Wednesday next. 


Mr. W. J. R. Squance, the Assistant General Secretary of the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, issued a 
warning to the railway companies and the Northern Government, in 
the course of a speech which he made in Belfast yesterday, of the 
danger of any attempt to involve the railwaymen on the other side of 


the Channel in the dispute. 


‘The unions, he said, were out for an 


honourable settlement, but if they were forced to take other action to 
defend the men, they would not hesitate to do so. 


PLENARY POWERS ASKED. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Sunday. 


A grave development took place this 
afternoon in connection with the Northern 
Ireland railway strike, which will hhve 
the effect probably of extending the strike 
to the dockers and carters of Belfast, 
Londonderry and Coleiaine, and the dis- 
location of the whole trade of Northern 
Ireland. 

A meeting of the Amalgamat d Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union was 
held in Belíast to-day, when the whole 
strike position was under review. Tha 
meeting considered the reception which 
had been given to tne invitation of the 
Northern Ireland Minister of Labour (Mr. 
Andrews) for another conference between 
the railway companies and the representa- 
tives of the men. 

In view of the fact that the invitation 
had not been accepted by the railway com- 
panies, the following resolution was passed 
unanimecusly :— 

'“ We, the carters and dockers of the 
Ainalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, call upon our Executive 
(Council for plenary powers to take drastic 
action immediately in Belfast and 
Northern Ireland ports unless the railway 
companies are prepared to enter into 
negotiations.’”’ 

It is understood that the Executive 
Council will meet in Lendon to-morrow to 
consider the matter, and if the powers 
desired are granted the strike may re 
extended to the carters and dockers on 
Wednesday. ) 


7.000 MEN AFFECTED, | 


There are 2,300 carters in the Belfast 
branch, and 2,350 dockers members of 
the union, of whom 1,100 are employed 
at the cross-Cliannel steamers. There are 
several thousand dockers and carters in 
Londonderry and Coleraine who would also 
be involved, bringing the total up to 
between six and seven thousand workers. 

Mr. J. Ward, organiser of the carters’ 
section of the union, to-day declared in an 
interview that the men were prepared to 
strike at any moment, and would do so 11 

' the plenary powers are granted. 

‘We feel,” he added, ‘‘ that this dis 
pute may go on for months, and if there :s 
a possibility of this we would have no 
hesitation im recommending a general 
stoppage of our members to bring the 
issue to a head.”’ 

Meetings of the railway men on strike 
were held in Belfast and other parts of 
Northern Ireland to-day. 


READY TO STRIKE. 


Mr. 1. Ward, chairman of a Belfast 
branch of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen, said that the transport workers 
were only waiting for an opportunity to 
come out on strike, and it would arise in 
the near future if the railway cempanies 
persisted in their attitude. ' 

He declared that there might be an up- 
heaval at the cross-Channel Heysham 
shed to-morrow morning if certain orders 
given by a railway chief in Belfast were 
carried out. The men at the cross- 
Channel steamers were not going to handle 
diverted traffic. 


RAILWAYMEN’S LOSSES. 


Mr. W. J. KR. Squance, Assistant 
General Secretary of the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men, said that thirty per cent. of the 
railwaymen had less than 40s. per week, 
and they would have only 36s. per week 
if the ten per cent, cut came into opera- 
tion. Since 1921 drivers had lost alto- 
gether up to 30s. per week and firemen 
and cleaners had lost 20s. per week. He 
thought that this was a handsome contri- 
bution on the part of the workers to the 
financial conditions of the railways, :nd 
they were determined not to mak. any 
more, 

Reduction of wages was no sclution to 
the transport problem. 

“I will welcome an inquiry, and I am 
prepared to attend an inquiry as to how 
the capital of the railways in Ireland was 
raised,” he declared. ‘* They should have 
national control. of the railways and 
national co-operation betwen road and 
rail, and they should cut out redundant 
capital just as they had cut ut redundant 
labour. 


A WARNING, 


““I warn the railway companies that if 
they attempt to extend this struggle, and 
if they attempt to involve even the rail- 
waymen on the other side of the Channel, 
the responsibility would be theirs. 

“CI also warn the Ulster Government of 
the same thing. We have no desire to 
extend the dispute along the lines some 
people would like us to go. We are out 
for an honourable settlement, but if we 
are forced to take other action to defend 
the men we shal] not hesitate to take that 
step.” |

the National Union. of Railwaymen, has

pia Congress. In an interview with 
Press representatives on Saturday he 
referred to the balance sheet of the Great 
Northern Railway for 1931, and said it 
showed that the salaries and expenses of 
superintendents amounted to over 
£81,000. The salaries for stationmasters 
and clerical workers amounted to approxi- 
mately £88,000, so that a sum of roughly 
£170,000 was spent on non-productive 
work. 

“ These figures,” he said, “ show an in- 
crease over the previous year, whilst the 
wages of other workers have gone down by 
huge figures. 

“ We say,” he added, “ that there is a 
lot of wumnecessary expense, and that 
economies can be effected in the interests 
of the industry, which is carrying too 
much dead-weight. $ 

““As to the strike,” he said, “it had 
now been brought down to a very simple 
issue—whether the railway companies 
desire to have the railways carried on as 
an efficient service or closed down. 


THE STRIKE-BREAKERS. 


“ TH the railway workers were as wel] 
housed by the companies and as well paid 
for rendering efficient service as are the 
persons at present employed by the com- 
panies as nrilee-teddiears, there would 
never be a strike on the railways,’’ he 
said: 

“ The fact that the companies are pre- 
ya to squander money on these strike- 

reakers, who are not giving efficient 
service, is proof positive that either the 
railway position is not as bad as the 
directors would have the public believe, or 
that the directors have no interest in the 
well-being of the railways or in saving 
them from bankruptcy.”’ 


MORE TRAINS. 


On Monday there is to be a train to 
Enniskillen from Belfast, the first since 
the strike began. Plans are also being 
made to extend the service in other direc- 
tions. 

Altogether thirty clerks, who are 
members of the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion have been placed on leave in con- 
sequence of their refusal to go out with 
railway lorries.

SCENE IN DUNDALK.

DUNDALK, Sunday. 


Fists and feet were freely used in an 
encounter between two "bus drivers on the 
Great Northern service and a number of 
men late on Saturday night after the 
drivers had left their buses at the railway 
garage at Dundalk. The drivers, Burt and 
Flanagan, were attacked by about fifteen 
men, and came in for a rough handling, in 
the course of which they sustained cuts, 

Burt and Flanagan put up a good fight 
and knocked down two of their assailants. 
They were, however, outnumbered, and 
were having the worst of the encounter 
when Burt, by knocking down a man who 
stood in his way, was able to get clear and 
dashed to the railway entrance, where a 
Civic Guard was on duty. 

The Guard called on the soldiers 
stationed inside to do picket duty in his 
absence. The attackers had by this time 
decamped, and the Guard escorted Burt 
and Flanagan to their lodgings. 

Another incident in connection with the 
strike was reported at Dundalk to-day. 
On Saturday two Dundalk men proceeded 
to Dublin for the purpose of taking a Great 
Northern ‘bus. from Dublin. Outside 
Dublin City the men were surrounded by 
a group of men. One of the ‘busmen, fear- 
ing danger, cleared off. The other was 
sain to a hall in Dublin, where he was 
compelled to sign an undertaking not to 
drive a Great Northern Railway ‘bus 
during the strike. He was then allowed 
to go home.

LABOUR'S PROPOSAL 
ADOPTED.

ROM an authoritative source, the in- 
formation comes that the Free State 
Government contemplates at an early date 
the setting up of an Economic Council 
for the purpose of planning and carrying 
rah al a great eme for economic re- 
vival. 

Apparently the Government is satisfied 
that the recent elections have given it the 
complete assurance of an uninterrupted 
term of office fcr five years, and something 
in the nature of a Five Years’ Plan of 
economic development is suggested. 


MR. DE VALERA’S HINT, 


The idea is, of course, not new.  Presi- 
dent de Valera has, in a recent speech, 
indicated such a possibility. It would be 
incorrect to say, perhaps, as has been 
suggested, that the Government’s action 
is the result of pressure from the Labour 
Party, although it is noticeable that only 
on Friday night last Mr. William 
Norton, T.D., leader of the Labour Party 
in the Dail, speaking in the County Kil- 
dare, expressed the view that what was 
needed at present was a planned economic 
and industrial system, and there was no 
better means of securing that than by the 
establishment of an Economic Directorate. 

Mr. Norton added that the Government 
would accept very serious responsibility 
if 1t permitted the “ present chaotic in- 
dustrial development ” to proceed without 
such direction. 


| LABOUR'S IDEA. 


That. the Labour Party have long 
cherished the idea of such a Council is, 
of course, well known, Some years «go, 
when the official ‘programme of the re- 
organised Labour Party was issued, it 
contained a proposal for a “ National 
Development Commission to direct, 
inspire and financially assist industrialists 
to improve their methods of production, 
to increase. their output and find new 
markets, and to co-ordinate the work of 
the Ministries of Agriculture, Industry 
and Commerce and other Departments of 
State in respect of their economic activi 
ties.’ The Commission outlined, would 
initiate proposals for tariffs, their imposi 
tion, increase or reduction, afid the condi 
tions which should accompany them. 

The industries which Labour hed 
especially in view were flour-milling, 
woollen yarn-spinning and cloth weaving, 
men’s and boys’ factory-made clothing, 
boot and shoe manufacture, and hosiery 
manufacture. 


INDUSTRIALIST’S VIEW. 


Commenting on the proposal last night, 
one well-known industrialist. remarked: 
“HE is a pity tuat the Government did 
not take some such step before launching 
the country into an economic war, such as 
is at present in progress. Having com- 
mitted themselves to a conflict, it is rather 
a thankless task to hand over to any set 
of men the duty of finding a justification 
for a policy which appears to have been 
entered upon without thought either for 
the people who have already been ruined 
or for the thousands of others who may 
be ultimately involved.” 


MUZZLED GERMAN 
OPPOSITION. 


“ DEATH RATHER THAN 
SLAVERY” SLOGAN,

BERLIN, Sunday. 


Under the slogan “ Rather death than 
slavery,’’ 80,000 Republicans, Liberals and 
Socialists of Berlin assembled in the Lust- 
garten, in front of the former Imperial 
Palace, to-day for the parade of the 
Reichsbanner (the Republican Army). 

Their leader, Hoeltermann, said ‘‘ Our 
cry of freedom must carry over to the 
Wilhelmstrasse to let the Government 
know that life does not consist of bread 
alone, but that liberty, too, is a neces- 
sity.”’ 

lt was pointed out that the Vorwaerts 
and twenty-eight other Socialist papers, 
almost the entire Communist Press, and 
important democratic papers were at the 
moment under ban, to say nothing of the 
one-sided restrictions on Left Wing 
gatherings and demonstrations. 

The people of Berlin were called on to 
make a gigantic effort to recover their 
liberty at the polls. 

A meeting of the “ Free Speech Con- 
gress,’’ an organisation of which Professor 
Albert Einstein is a leading member, was 
dissolved by the police to-day when half- 
way through. Many famous German 
authors, scholars, and scientists, includ- 
ing Leon Feuchtwangler, Thomas Mann 
and Arnold Zweig were present. 

The Nationalist Government apparently 
does not feel itself strong enough to dis- 
pense entirely with the possibility of 
Catholic support. Reich Minister Goering 
to-day had an interview with Dr. Marx, 
the former Catholic Chancellor, and the 


which it was explained that the Centre 
Party had not intended any personal 
abuse of members of the Government in 
their election manifesto. 

Thereupon, Goering not only rescinded 
the three days’ ban on Germania and 
other Catholie papers, which had been 
likewise forbidden for publishing the 
manifesto, 

Goering assures the Centrists that the 
band did not imply that he was beginning 
a “ fight against the whole of the Catholic 
portion of the German people. No Govern- 
ment which does not wish to seal its own 
dobm can afford to stoop to such a policy.” 

Yet Adolf Hitler, the Chancellor 
addressing a large meeting of Rhineland 
Nazis in Cologne to-day, confined himself 
mainly to a bitter attack on the Catholic 
Centre Party. He not only criticised its 
politics, but ‘‘doubted its Christianity.’ 

Cologne is considered the metropolis of 
German Catholicism.

““ On behalf of the Central Government, 
I pledge to you that we will never give 
up the North-East. We will never give up 
Jehol,”’ declared Mr. T. V. Soong, the 
Acting Premier of China, when he 
addressed a mass meeting assembled in 
Jehol City to greet him on Saturday. 
With the Acting Premier were Marshal 
Chang — Hisshddawe and Chang Tso 
Hsiang, and military and civil adler 
from all parts of Jehol, who had come 
together to complete plans to resist the 
invasion. 

After a consultation with Prince 
Saionji, the Japanese elder statesman, 
yesterday morning, Viscount Saito, the 
Premier, informed Press representatives 
that it had not yet been decided whether 
to instruct the Japanese delegation to 
leave Geneva immediately after the 
Japanese counter-statement to the 
Assembly in reply to the Committee of 
Nineteen’s recommendations. 


SKIRMISHING. 


The Premier added, however, that even 
if the Japanese delegation did withdraw it 
would not necessarily mean that Japan’s 
secession from the League was imminent. 
The counter-statement, which the Japanese 
Foreign Office is drafting for the Cabinet's 
consideration to-day, will probably be 
made at Geneva to-morrow, when the 
League Assembly meets. 

So far there have been nothing more 
than slight skirmishes on the Jehol 
border, and no successes necessitating 
withdrawal by the Japanese have been 
claimed by the Chinese, says a Shanghai 
telegram. Messages from Tokyo also state 
that nothing is known of any fighting in 
Jehol. 

It is reported that the Japanese Army 
is merely awaiting “ zero hour ” for the 
attack, while 150,000 Chinese troops are 
prepared to resist to the utmost. The 
Chinese are well supplied with ammuni- 
tion, and the country abounds in natural 
defences. 

Modern fortifications have been built by 
the Japanese from Chiumenkow to Shan- 
haikwan.

AMAZON WAR TO BE 
DISCUSSED TO-DAY. 


From Revter’s CorRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Saturday. 


A special meeting of the Council of the 
League has been convoked for Monday to 
deal with the dispute between Colombia 
and Peru over the disputed town of 
Leticia. 

Colombia has appealed to the League in 
the same way as China by invoking the 
vital Article Fifteen of the Covenant, after 
a long correspondence between the League 
and the disputants. 

The disputed town was ceded to 
Colombia by Peru under treaty in 1922, 
and last September Peruvian settlers 
seized it. A Colombian “ armada ” has 
been sailing up the Amazon towards the 
town, and the severance of diplomatic 
relations between the two countries on 
Wednesday was followed by a repcrt that 
the Colombians claimed to kive captured 
Tarapaca, eighty miles north of I.eticia. 

The capture of Tarapaca evoked last 
night an unusually concise communication 
from Mr. Sean Lester (Irish Free State), 
the Chairman of the League Council, to 
Peru. 

A communication from Peru the pre- 
vious day referred to the situation at 
Tarapaca, where, it was stated, Peruvian 
occupants were defending their positions 
against Colombian aggression. Mr. Lester's 
strikingly brief reply said that since Tara- 
paca is on Colombian territory the Com- 
mittee hardly understands how Peruvian 
military posts were there, and would 
appreciate the earliest possible informa- 
tion on that point. 


“BREAD WAR” IN 
BELFAST. 


LATEST PRICE-CUTTING 
MOVE. 


From Our CoRrRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Saturday. 


A further development in the Belfast 
“bread war” took place to-day, when 
Stewart’s Cash Stores announced a reduc- 
tion in the price of the 2lb. loaf to 2d. 
The majority of the Belfast bakeries have 
reduced their prices from 4d. to 24d. for 
the 2lb. loaf. 

Stewart's Cash Stores have been selling 
a 2lb. loaf at 25d. for several months, and 
this has been largely responsible for 
precipitating the “ bread war,”’ 

In an interview Mr. J. L. Stewart de- 
clared that 24d. for a 2ib. loaf was “a 
thoroughly economic proposition’’ ip 
Belfast. ‘‘It is generally recognised,” he 
said, ‘‘ that I am the bone of contention.”’ 


Derry bakeries are likely to be seriously 
hit by bread reductions in Belfast. These 
bakeries from to-day will be in the un- 
happy position of trying to meet an attack 
on the front and rear. The new Free 
State order comes into force cutting off 
the remainder of their bread market in 
Donegal, and at the same time they will 
have to meet intensified competition from 
the Belfast price reductions. Derry firms 
are reducing prices as from to-day, but 
this will probably be by only one half- 
penny per 4lb. loaf.

“DOWN TOOLS.” 


GOVERNMENT NOT TO 
BE BLACKMAILED.

PARIS, Sunday, 
ETERMINATION not to be. black- 
mailed by protest strikes in solving 
the financial problems was expressed by 
the Premier in the Senate this evening. 

“ I appeal to the country to be calm, 
reasonable and disciplined,” said M. 
Daladier. ‘‘ Yesterday shopkeepers closed 
their shops; to-day civil servants are 
agitating. Neither Government nor Parlia- 
ment intend to deliberate under menace. 
We do not need these demonstrations in 
order to prove the interest we take in all 
classes of citizens. The protest of civil 
servants, who are bound to the State by 
contract, is inadmissible.’’ 

The Premier declared that France's 
financial position was not so black as it 
had been painted, and that he considered 
the moral crisis was really more grave than 
the material crisis. 

The Minister of Finance urged that 
Great Britain’s example in setting her 
financial house in order in calm and 
silence should be followed by France. 


TRANSPORT HOLD-UP. 

Meanwhile, after mectings held in Paris 
and the provinces to-day, all is ready for 
to-morrow's Civil Service strike to protest 
against the proposed 5 to 10 per cent. cut 
in salaries. 

Work is to cease for one hour in Govern- 
ment offices, half an hour in board schools, 
ten minutes on the public transport ser- 
vices—trams, "buses ard under sround. 

This, it is declared, is to be only a pre- 
lude to more drastic measures. Civil 
servants are prepared to fight the pro- 
posal of the Senate Finance Commission to 
the bitter end. 

Tne Senate Commission has drastically 
amended the bill voted by the Chamber at 
its histeric thirty-seven hours’ sitting last 
week. The Commission’s guiding prin- 
ciple has been to cut expenditure as far 
as possible, and increase taxation as little 
as possible. 


NEW TAXES REJECTED. 
.It has, accordingly, rejected the Cham- 
ber’s super-tax on all fixed salaries, and 
substituted for it a 5 to 10 per cent. cut 
of civil servants’ salaries. It has pruned 
pensions, even suppressing the pensions of 
remarried war widows. It reduces the 
Chamber’s increase of income tax from 20 


one year. 
petrol, etc. 

Thus, increased taxation is reduced 
trom 2,267 million francs to 1,715 
millions, and expenditure cuts increased 
from 2,023 to 3,649 millions. 

The Senate Commission, in all, finds 
6,389 millions towards the Budget deficit. 
as compared with the Chamber's figure of 
5,262 millions. 

The Senate in debate will almost cer- 
tainly make its Commission’s recommenda- 
tions its own. In the ensuing tussle 
between the two Houses almost anything 
may happen, but the Ministers of Finance 
and the Budget express unperturbed con- 
fidence that a final compromise will be 
reached.

PEGGING AWAY.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes: That part of Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech which was given such a chilly 
reception by the House of Commons on 
Thursday should be carefully  distin- 
guished from that other part which de- 
served the heartiest approval, There will 
be generi.] agreement with his contention 
that this country would be grotesquely 
foolish to believe that, on balance, any 
improvement in employment can be 
secured by a resumption of practically 
indiscriminate expenditure upon public 
works. The figures quoted by Mr. 
Chamberlain merely confirmed the cal- 
culation made some time ago by the 


Ministry of Labour that it costs about 
£500 to give one man work for one year 
in this way. Expenditure upon such a 
scale and giving so small a return must 
add to liabilities incomparably more than 
it adds to assets, and must, therefore, 
indefinitely delay the time when a reduc- 
tion of oppressive taxation, whether 
national or local, will be possible. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s exhortation to the 
country to keep pegging away might very 
well be taken to heart by the Government 
itself in the matter of economising in 
wasteful expenditure, adds The Times. 
In spite of the economy campaign, 
ublic expenditure this year seems 
ikely to exceed the estimated total of 
£767 ,000,000, exclusive of the self-balancing 
services and the payment to the United 
States. Something could surely be pegged 
or pared away here beyond the savings 
already in prospect owing to the con- 
versio. operation; and it would be well 
worth the Government’s while to keep 
pegging away at their efforts to reduce 
taxation, which was increased, it may he 
remembered, by over £80,000,000 a year 
in September, 1931. To raise taxation, in 
order to maintain a sinking fund cf 
£32,500,000 next year, would need more 
justification than vague prophesies of the 
woeful consequences of failing to do so 
If it be true, as Mr, Champerlain declared, 
that the situation abroad is relatively so 
much worse than here, that the Exchange 
Equalisation’ Fund is doing heroic. work in 
preventing an embarrassing rise in 
sterling, and that the real burden of the 
debt is the interest charge and not the 
nominal capital figure, wherein lies the 
necessity for a harassing repayment of ‘ie 
capital of the debt. 

‘inally, to keep pegging away at the 
maintenance of taxes, which are clearly “ 
high that the yield is beginning to 
diminish, is net good business, and if the 
Government wishes its appeal to be 
successful it must not be deterred by 
theory or by convention from giving the 
people something with which and at 
which to keep pegging away.

Colonel Hogan was not 
there at the time, but the witness left a 
message with his clerk. 


CONVERSATION IN THE 
MESS. 


At about one o’clock on that day he met 
Colonel Hogan in the officers’ mess anil 
had a conversation with him. Colonel 
Hogan opened the conversation, saying 
that he expected the person who haa 
delivered the letter at the gate to call at 
his house that evening, and he asked 
witness to arrange that two military police- 
men who were on duty at the main gate 
would be available when this person 
called. The two men were Corporals 
Kelly and Daly, and witness arranged to 
have them available. The arrangement 
was that the orderly sergeant was to re- 
port at Colonel Hogan’s house at 5.50 
that evening, and Colonel Hogan was to 
give instructions as to where he would 
interview the policemen. Later that 
evening the witness again saw 
Colonel Hogan in the _ ante-room 
of the mess, and told him that the person 
he was expecting was then at the gate. 
The witness went with Colonel Hogan and 
Carberry to the gate, and on the way he 
suggested to Colonel Hogan that he should 
ask the civilian to describe the soldier 
to whom he had given the letter. 

Carberry gave a very vague description. 
Corvoral Kelly was on duty at the gate, 
and on being asked by Colonel Hogan if 
he had ever seen Carberry, the reply was 
that he had not, and Carberry said that 
he was not sure if that was the man to 
whom he gave the letter. ee 

The Attorney-General—-Did you give any 
indication as to where the letter was sup- 
posed to come from?—lI did. 

Mr. Cussen—From whom ?—I could not 
say whether it was from Colonel Hogan 
or Carberry. I understood later that the 
letter came from Colonel Neligan’s office. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that he had no ques- 
tions to ask the witness. 


INQUIRIES AT THE GATE, 


Corporal T. Kelly, of the Military 
Police, in answer to Mr. Maguire, stated 
that on Saturday, the 11th inst., a civilian 
came to the gate while he was on duty, 
and gave the name of Carberry. He sent 
a messenger to Colonel Hogan’s house, and 
he brought back a message the resalt of 
which was that he admitted Carberry, 
who, with the messenger, went in the 
direction of Colonel Hogan's house.

APPLICATION FOR BAIL, 


At this stage the Attorney-General 
asked for a remand, saying that their in- 
quiries were not yet completed. He 
suggested an adjournment until next 
Saturday, and Mr. Cussen agreed. 

Mr. Fitzgerald applied that his clients 
be admitted to bail. He said that he 
could not understand why the Attorney- 
General opposed bail on the previous even- 
ing, unless he was relying on his some- 
what feudal prerogative of keeping 
suspected persons in custody without ex- 
planation. It was said that this offence 
in this case was a serious one; It was, In 
fact, a statutory misdemeanour and not 
a felony, for which the maximum penalty 
might be two years’ imprisonment. The 
defendants would not attempt to escape. 

Mr. Cussen said that there was another 
reason for opposing bail, and that was that 
to admit to bail might interfere with the 
course of justice, and that there might be 
interference with witnesses or documents. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that it was hardly 
likely that a Colone] serving in the Army, 
and a late Inspector of the Guards would 
be guilty of attempting to interfere with 
the course of justice in any way. Colonel 
Hogan was suffering from a serious dis- 
ability at the moment. He had only 
returned from sanitorium treatment, and 
having regard to that fact, to oppose bail 
was not only unreasonable, but cruel. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
VIEW. 

The Attorney-General said that he had 
very carefully considered what attitude he 
should take with regard to bail in this 
case, and he felt that he must oppose bail, 
on the ground that he regarded the crime 
as one of the greatest gravity. There was 
prima facie evidence before the Court 
that documents which were in the custody 
of the most secret part of the police 
branch had been abstracted to be put into 
unauthorised hands. 

Mr. Cussen said that, if he believed the 
evidence of Detective-Officer Carberry, 
there was a strong prima facie case against 
Inspector O’Connel!. It was stated that 
he was the officer second in command ¢-

As yet there was not a strong 
yrima facie case made against Colonel 
logan.” It was important to remember 
that Captain Lennon, in evidence, said 
that he got the impressions from remarks 
made either by . Colonel Hogan or 
Carberry that the letter about which 
the conversations took place was a letter 
that was expected from Colonel Neligan’s 
ofice. He was aware that at one time 
Colonel Neligan was the head of this 
department; he was not aware whether he 
was the head of it or not on that date, 
but, assuming that he was, it was quite 
conceivable that an officer of the Army 
might require to receive documents in 
the possession of another department, and 
if he went to the head of that department 
he might not have committed an offence. 
Therefore, it showed that the prima facie 
case which might be established later on 
was not as yet based on the evidence. 


BAIL FOR COLONEL HOGAN. 


The Attorney-General said that he 
would not oppose tail if the evidence was 
completed. 

Mr. Cussen said that, in the exercise 
of his discretion. he refused bail to 
O'Connell. The Attorney-General’s opposi- 
tion outweighed all considerations. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—I think the age of 
feudal prerogative is dead in this great 
Republican country. 

Mr. Cussen refused bail to O'Connell. 
and allowed Colonel Hogan to stand out 
on bails of two sureties of £500 each ard 
himself in £1,000.

TRONG criticism of parliamentary 
S practice in the Irish Free State was 
expressed by Senator T. J. O'Farrell, in 
a speech—in which he referred to the threat 
to abolish the Second Chamber—at_ the 
eighth annual dinner of the Irish Free State 
Branch of the London Association of 
Accountants, held in the Royal Hibernian 
Hotel, Dublin, Jast Saturday night. 

The toast of “ The Irish Free State,’’ pro- 
posed by the Chairman (Mr. Thomas Good- 
all), having been honoured, 

Mr, J. M. Biggar (Glasgow) proposed the 
toast of “ The Oireachtas.’ He was inclined 
to take the view, he said, that the Irish 
Free State to-day had been saved from the 
difficult task of reorganising industry, and 
that, facing the position which, existed 
throughout the world, the Oireachtas, while 
it had a big task in front of it, was lucky 
in being free from the incubus of indus- 
trialism. He admired the spirit of the men 
who had undertaken this enormous task of 
the reorganisation of their country. It was 
no mean task, but a task which, if it were 
accomplished, would redound to their credit 
and to the credit pf the nation. 


UNWISE COURSE. 


Senator T. J. O'Farrell, responding, said 
that he felt that all Scotsmen were watching 
with interest the experiment that was taking 
place here. There was a movement for home 
rule for Scotland, and it was said that the 
only thing that prevented it from becoming a 
major movement in Scotland was that if 
Scotland got home rule they would have to 
give up England. : 

It could not, be said of any country at the 
present, time that, it was an outstanding suc- 
cess, economically, socially or politically. 
The Oireachtas had to be pitied rather than 
congratulated, because of the colossal task 
with which it was faced. 

He belonged to a part of the House which 
was shortly to be extinguished. (Cries of 
“ Question.””) They were beginning to look 
for the last rites, Unfortunately, they were 
not insured, oo 

He did not think that the proposition to 
abolish the Second Chamber was a wise 
course. In Russia, Yugoslavia and Turkey 
there were no second Chambers, and he did 
not think that it was the ambition of this 
country to follow the parliamentary practice 
in any of those three countries. 


EMPTY BENCHES. 


The other House had followed British 
precedent in a respect that was altogether 
undesirable. He referred to the way in which 
members absented themselves from the 
debates. The usual practice, he said, was 
for about one-fourth of the members to be 
present when gome of the most important 
debates were taking place. There was the 
heart-breaking fact that a member was often 
speaking to empty benches, and, no matter 
how eloquent his arguments might be, he 
hal no possible chance of converting the 
pqgople who were in the ante-rooms. 

The members voted according to their 
party whips, no matter how strong the 
atguments. A man speaking to empty 
benches was certainly lacking in delivery, 
and that chiefly accounted for the re- 
grettably low standard of debate so far ¢s 
the majority of the members was concerned. 

Parliamentary life was a very heart- 
breaking experience. One found that the 
people whom it was necessary to convert 
mever were there. 

As. one who had taken part in elections 
since 1922, he expressed the view that crow Js 
began to be bored if one began to speak 
scund coisnmon sense. It was all mght for 
debating societies, but to speak common sense 
at election mettings was a mere waste of 
time. 


VOTE-CATCHING PROMISES. 


“Give them promises of excitement, con- 
flict, and glory, and that will be the stuff to 
get the votes,” he said. 

He added that the Free State was embark- 
ing on a number of experiments without 
sufficient thought. Before embarking on any- 
thing of a revclutionary character all parties 
should be consulted. ‘The present period was 
exceedingiy critical for all counwies, but 
particularly for this country. There had been 
two elections in the course of a year, and 
now that they were over the people should 
face the facts and realise that it was not the 
political victory of one party, but the 
salvation of the State as a whole, that they 
should keep in mind. ‘They could not sub- 
merge one section of the community without 
bringing down the other sections.

OBITUARY. 


MR. WILLIAM V. SEDDALL. 
——_4-—— 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
William Vernon Seddall, solicitor, which took 
lace yesterday at his residence, Glendarragh, 
alisbridge, Dublin, 

Son of the late Rev. Mr. Seddall, who for 
many years was Rector of the Parish of Bally- 
mahon, County Longford, Mr. Seddall was 
admitted a solicitor in 1893, and in a com- 
paratively short time he became a well-known 
practitioner in the Dublin Courts, and par- 
ticularly on the bankruptcy side. Natural 
ability, close attention to his clients’ business, 
and a wide knowledge of legal matters 
acquired for hima very extended legal 
practice, He was the “town” solicitor for 
many leading provincial practitioners, legal 
adviser to several Dublin companies, and a 
past President of the Incorporated Law 
Society of Ireland. 

In his younger days he was keenly in- 
terested in the politics of the tage de and 
when Mr. Walter Long, Sir Horace Plunkett 
and Major Bryan Cooper contested South 
County Dublin in the Unionist interests prior 
to the establishment of the Free State, Mr, 
Seddall acted as their election agent, having 
been for many years before Hon, Secretary of 
the Dublin Unionist Registration Association. 

Upright in his dealings, and of a charitable 
disposition, Mr. Seddall was respected and 
admired not only by his professional brethren, 
but by those who were among his strongest 
opponents in matters political. oer 
they were in opposite camps all their lives, he 
was a life-long iriend of the late Mr. Timothy 
Healy, the first Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State, and was a frequent guest at the 
Viceregal Lodge and at Glenaulin, Chapelizod. 
A member of the Masonic Order, he was a 
Prince Mason, and he had served the offices 
of King of the Royal Arch Chapter and 
Master of Lodge No. 11. He was a brother 
of Mr. Edward Seddall, for many years a 
Commissioner for Belfast in the Royal Irish 
Constabulary. His widow and two daughters 
survive him, 


LORD LOVAT. 

The death occurred suddenly on Saturday 
of Lord Lovat at Chipping Norton, Oxford, 
where he had been watching his son, the 
Master of Lovat, riding at the New College 
and Magdalene point-to-point races. After 
the last race Lord and Lady Lovat proceeded 
slowly to climb the hill. While climbing, 
Lord Lovat seemed a little strange, and he 
almost immediately collapsed. He was taken 
to a tent, but, as there was no doctor avail- 
able he was placed in a car and taken to 
Chipping Norton Hospital, where he was 
found to be dead. 

Lord Lovat, who was 61 years of age, had 
been under a specialist for some time and no 
inquest will be necessary. 

His body was brougnt yesterday to the 
Roman Catholic church in Farm street, Lon- 
don. 

The funeral will -take place at the family 
burial gronnd near Beaufort Castle, Lord 
Lovat’s Scottish seat in Inverness-shire, 


MR. T. ALEXANDER, M.A.I. 

Mr. Thomas Alexander, M.A.I., who died 
last Friday, had been Professor of Engineer- 
ing at Trinity College, Dublin, for upwards 
He was a 
Scotsman by birth, having been born near 
Glasgow in 1848. and was educated at the 
Glasgow Normal School and Glasgow Univer- 
sity. Having been a Professor of Civil 
Engineering in Japan for some years, he was 
appointed to the Professorship of Dublin 
University. 

Mr. Alexander was extremely popular, both 
with his pupils and with those who had for- 
merly studied under him. On his retirement 
from the post a sum of over £500 was collected 
with the intention of making a presentation 
to him, but this, by his own wish, was 
diverted into a fund and applied to the 
foundation of a prize in the Engineering 
School. This prize is awarded to the student 
who is most successful in the study of the 
subjects taught by Mr. Alexander. 

Mr. Alexander was the author of a notable 
thesis on ‘‘ Two-nosed Catenaries,’’ and was 
also joint author of a text book on mechanics, 
which has now gone into its third edition. 
He is survived by his wife and daughter.

General O’Duffy added that on the bridge 
tournament at the Gresham Hotel they had 
£250 profit, and since the closing of the 
accounts he had received £292 as a result of 
his personal appeal. The position was that, 
having closed the year 1932 with £8 on the 
wrong side, they had already £1,600 on hand 
to go on with the 1933 programme.

THE MAY CARNIVAL. 

General O’Duffy then announced that a 
carnival to build up a fund for athletics 
would be held at the Esplanade, Collins 
Barracks, Dublin, by permission of the 
Minister for Defence, from May 12 to May 
21, inclusive. There had, he said, been 
criticisms that the contract had been given 
to a foreign firm, but the fact was that no 
Irish firm could undertake to carry it out 
as they wanted it done.

ASSOCIATION’S POSITION. 

The Secretary’s report stated, inter alia, 
that until some further Congress decides 
definitely that the 1924 Congress decision 
was wrong the National Athletic and Cyclin 
Association must be recognised as, and wi 
carry on as, the governing body for athletes 
in the whole of ireland. As the recognised 
international athletic body in Ireland, they 
could not ‘permit any further interference 
with their jurisdiction by outside athletic 
authorities, and they must enforce the inter- 
national rules governing athletics.

ABOLITION MOTION 
CARRIED. 


At the resumed session of the Congress in 
the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, 

General E. O’Duffy, who presided, in 
moving that the rules of the Association be 
amended, said that the first big concern was 
as regards the abolition of Provincial 
Councils. That was proposed last year, but 
because of representations made they were 
continued this year, It was now thought 
that Provincial Councils were not, justified, 
and in many cases were a barrier. it was a 
serious reflection on the Association that a 
meeting of the Munster Provincia] Council 
should “be attended by only three or four 
delegates. Similarly, the Association was 
not making progress in Leinster. This was 
not a reflection on the personnel of the Pro- 
vincial Councils, “which, however, were not 
doing for County Boards what the Central 
Board could do. 

With regard to the international position, 
their intention was to have an advisory body 
which would not have any administrative 
powers, but would advise the Central Council 
on various matters, Then, they would have 
a Vice-President from each Council on the 
General Council to advise them on county 
fixtures. 


ASSOCIATION’S OBJECTS.

A NATIONAL STADIUM. 


THE PHCENIX PARK AS A SITE. 


On the question of the establishment of a 
National Stadium, in view of the probability 
ot the 1940 Olympic Games being held in 
Ireland, the County Clare Board urged that 
avenues be explored towards acquiring funds 
for this object, and that, rhaps, the 
proceeds of a sweepstake might be made 
available towards the project. 

General ©’Duffy said his idea was that 
the stadium should cater only for athletics 
and cycling. There was nothing further 
from his mind than to interfere. with any 
other sporting organisation. At present they 
could not take off a sports meeting, under the 
condition that they wert taken off in other 
countries. The time had come when they 
must give this matter consideration. Lhey 
could not, as an association, undertake the 

rovision or construction of a stadium in 
Jublin. ‘They must get Government support, 
or support from municipal authorities, or 
ivom both combined. 

He thought that they should concentrate on 
a central sports grounds in Dubling where 
they could run off national championships 
aud inter-provincial competitions. Jo build 
that would cost at least £100,000. 


AN OUTSIDE OFFER. 

He went on to say that certain people, not 
Irishmen, were prepared to erect a stadium 
in the vicinity of Dublin. These, people, he 
found on inquiry; had sufficient resources t 
carry out their promise,. He did not en 
courage or discourage them, but he felt that 
they had a sutticient number of men of means 
in the country to do this. Since then they 
had peen looking at grounds, but the cost oí 
a site would be heavy. ‘The Phenix Park, 
however, was the people’s property, held in 
trust by the Government, and in the erection 
of a stadium there they need not spend 
£50,000. They wanted approval of a scheme 
whereby a sweepstake, or proportion of a 
sweepstake, should be devoted to the pro- 
vision of sports grounds all over the country. 
He thought they should approach Deputies 
of all parties to get their support for the 
scheme, 

The question of the cost to the State did 
not arise. The Phenix Park was the property 
of the people, and the proposal was to enclose 
five or six acres, where the athletes of the 
country could run off sports. as in other 
countries. A venue had not yet been fixed 
for 1940, It was likely that a definite promise 
would be made at the next meeting of the 
International Olympic Council this summer. 
He had suggested Ireland for the 1940 Games 
when speaking to the President of the Council, 
and was agrecably surprised to find that the 
suggestion was well received. 

It was estimated that over 250,000 people 
visited Los Angeles for the 1952 Games, and 
many of the teams and officials arrived three 
months before the Games began. This would 
give some idea of ‘the benefit that the country 
would reap. 


“HEALTH BEFORE HOSPITAL.” 


The raising of money to implement these 
suggestions was not insurmountable. The 
present sweepstakes were now run for the 
extension and equipment of hospitals. He 
thought their motto. should be: “ Health 
before hospital.” It would be necessary to 
approach the Government with a view to 
getting the necessary legislation to have set 
aside the proceeds of a sweepstake, or portion 
of more than one sweepstake, for the pro- 
vision of sports grounds. He suggested the 
formation of a national council for physical 
education, or national sports grounds, and 
take the necessary steps to have that done. 

There was no use in thinking of the 
Olympic Games in 1940 unless they knew 
what the Dublin Corporation was going to 
do. They could not expect to get the Games 
unless they had a proper sports ground. If 
they failed to get a national stadium they 
must give up the idea of the Olympic Games. 
Would the Dublin Corporation be prepared 
to go fifty-fifty with the Government in the 
matter? 

Dr. Lavin said that the absence of a 
national stadium was a tragedy. They should 
concentrate on that,

judging by the report of the Engineer- 
ing and Shipping Trades’ Federation at York. 
A deputation, from the Federation had inter- 
viewed Arcos, the Russian official trading 
organisation, and were informed that the 
question of obtaining credits was involved, 
and suggested that the deputation should 
put the matter before the British Government 
and the Northern Ireland Government. 

So far as the Northern Government is con- 
cerned, it is not in a position, nor does it 
desire to grant loans, on credits, for ghip- 
building purposes spread over a long period, 
nor does the British Government seem willing 
to give the credit facilities, which are some- 
what drastic, that the Russian Government 
desires. - The Northern Government can only 
guarantee loans under the Loan Guarantees 
Act, upon well defined conditions, which _in- 
cludes the lodging of adequate securities to 
cover the loans guaranteed. The Govern- 
ment itself does not advance loans, but gives 
a Government guarantee for repayment to 
tankers and other finance houses, who may 
be willing to lend at a lower rate of inverest, 
subject to the Government guarantee. 


TRADING ARRANGEMENT? 


If the Russian Government has to wait 
until it obtains the long-term credits it may 
be a considerable time before it can obtain 
the ships which it requires. On the other 
hand, it may be ejecta by a reciproca] trad- 
ing arrangement to secure the ships it desires 
from Northern Ireland, and at the same time 
unemployed shipyard workers in Belfast will 
be able to return to work. Northern Ireland 
has to import for its linen industry large 
quantities of foreign flax. Last year about 
48,474 tons of foreign flax and tow were 
imported, and for this Irish spinners paid 
considerably over £2,000,000. <A large part 
of this flax came from Russia, and also the 
Baltic provinces and Belgium. Only about 
1,600 tons of flax were grown in Ireland this 
year, so that a similar quantity, or even 
more foreign flax, probably about 50,000 tons, 
will have to be imported this year. Belfast 
also imports, at intervals, cargoes of Russian 
timber. Even if £1,000,000 worth of Russian 
flax were imported this year into Belfast, it 
would be sufficient to pay for seven or eight 
large cargo steamers or oil tankers, which, 
it is understood, the Russians require for 
carrying wheat and oil. 


THE PROPOSAL, 


Russia already has mada barter and 
reciprocal trading arrangements with other 
countries, and there is no conceivable reason 
why similar arrangements should not be made 
with Northern Ireland upon a mutually 
advantageous basis. Unfortunately, at 
resent there is a disposition in some 
jovernment and business circles in 
Belfast to hold up their hands in horror at 
any suggestion of building ships for, or trad- 
ing with, Russia, forgetful of the fact that 
there already is very considerable trading 
both in flax and timber. Unfortunately for 
Northern Ireland, this is “‘ one way” trading: 
the buying of Russian’ material with sterling, 
although it would be much better for the 
thousands of unemployed and the over- 
burdened unemployment fund if the im- 
ported material could be paid for in ships. 
If the Rassian Government is prepared to 
consider. the proposal, it would display a 
lamentable lack of imagination and financial 
ability on the part of the Northern Govern- 
ment and the business community if a re- 
ciprocal trade arrangement could not be made. 
It should be suggested to Arcos that a central 
pool, under the control of the Northern 
Government, will purchase whatever flax and 
timber is requir and that the proceeds. 
or an agreed portion of it, will not be paid 
in sterling, but lodged in a Belfast bank as 
instalments for the purchase of new ships 
to be provided during the next eighteen 
months or two years. The Russian flax 
exporting season commences in a few months, 
so that there is not much time to lose if an 
arrangement on the lines suggested is to be 
carried through. 


FLAX-SPINNER’S VIEW. 


I understand the Belfast shipbuilding firms 
are quite prepared to build ships under such 
a scheme, which would not entail long credit 
terms, or the possibility of loss, anda leading 
flax spinner, with whom I discussed the 
proj said that it was quite feasible.

MAN WHO MADE RING HISTORY: 


GREAT FIGHTS 


RECALLED.

James J. Corbett. former heavy-weight 
champion of the world, died at his home at 

mg Isiand, New York, on Saturday. 

With ihe death of “ Gentleman Jim” 
Corbett, otherwise known as ‘‘ Pompadour 
Jim,’ heavy- -weight champion of the world 
for five years, there passes one of the few 
survivors of the great days of bare knuckle 
fights and the sawdust ring. ‘ Corbett's title 
fight with John. L. Sullivan, his 61-round 
battle with “Black '” Peter Jackson, and 
finally his losing fight with the famous Cor- 
nishman, Bob Fitzsimmons, which saw the 
birth of the “solar plexus punch,” will go 
down ag three of the greatest fights in the 
history of boxing. 

Up to the iast Jim Corbett retained his 
te «pm physique. He never let his 

out of hand, and always sat at 
the age sig A of every great fight in the 
' States, admired and resnected by every lover 
of sport in America. Sinee last year, how- 
ever, he suffered from occasional heart at- 
tacks and hardening of the arteries, and a 
—— ago he was forced to take to his 


“BORN TOO SOON.” 

When interviewed by Reuter in his modest 
home on Long Island, Corbett recalled with 
regret’ the old days of fighting, when there 
was personal feeling between boxers and when 
bouts were not merely commercial arrange- 
ments between champions. 

“I was forty years too soon,’* said Cotbett. 
“Just think. Now they invite fighters to 
Florida, and the authorities welcome them, 
bands play and purses are fat. It was 
different in my day. I got £4,000 for my 
end in the Jacksonville fight (with Mitchell) 
and I bet £2,000 myself. The money was in 
side bets in those davs. So I made £6,000, 
abeut the same amount I got when I won the 
title from John L. Sullivan in New Orleans 
two years previously. You never hear of 
fighters backing themselves with real money 
like that now, They get so much they don't 
need to cumble. 

“Mitchell and 1 fought in the old fair 
grounds just across the river from the busi- 
ness district of Jacksonville. There were 
about 8,000 snectators. and the gate was 
around £12,000. Ringside seats were £5 
each. It was an afternoon fight. We had 
been threatened with arrest and the Governor 
turned out the militia to prevent the fight. 
but those solders did not make a move until 
after Mitchell was knocked out. Then we 
were both arrested, but were bailed out. Both 
Mitchell and myself had to return to Jackson- 
ville later to stand trial, but we got out of 
that scrape without further trouble.’

Then came his fight with Charlie Mitchell, 
the English champion, which Corbett won in 
three rounds, The champion’s next im- 
portant bout was the one in which he lost hi 
title to Bob Fitzsimmons, . It was fought at 
Carson City, Nevada, Mareh, 17th, 1897. the 
Cornishman, then middle-weight champion, 
winning by a knock-out in the fourteenth 
round. The blow that se parated Corbett 
from his title was described as a solar plexus 
punch—a term which, thereafter, became 
widely used in pugilistic parlance 

FIGHTS WITH JEFFRIES. 

Corbett attempted to win back his title 
after it passed from Fitzsimmons to Jim 
Jeffries, but after more than holding his own 
for twenty-three rounds in a bout at Coney 
Island, in May, 1900, was knocked out by tho 
new title holder. In 1905 he made a second 
attempt against Jeffries at San Francisco, but 
was defeated in ten rounds. That was the 
last appearance of Corbett in an important 
bout, although after it he appeared in a 
namber of exhibitions. 

Most of Corbett’s career on the stage w: 
devoted to vaudeville circuits, and, at 
time, he was said to have been the highe: 
paid individual in vaudeville ranks. 

Corbett was born at San Francisco, 
September lst, 1866, and was one of a large 
family of children of Patrick Corbett, who 
came to the United States from Ireland in 
1854. Jim was graduated from college at 
the age of sixteen, and later obtained a 
position in the Nevada tank, which he re 
tained until he became a professional puzilist.
